We submit that now is the acécpt- 
ed time, and we propose to give a few 
reasons for that belief. The Do- 
minion’Government-has recently pro- 
vided a vote of $20,000,000 to be paid 
to the Provinces on a_ population 
basis, covering a period of five years, 
to be expended in highway construc- 
tion. By the terms of the grant the 
Provinces are required to spend an 
even larger sum in order to become 
entitled to the Dominion grant. That 
is to say, for every $100,000 supplied 
by the Dominion, the Provinces must 
put up $150,000. As the Dominion 
agrees to furnish $20,000,00 within the 
next five years, it means that the Pro- 
vinces will have to furnish $30,000,000, 
thus providing a grand total of 
$50,000,000, or $10,000,000 a year to 
be: spent on highway construction in 
Canada, Surely, therefore, now is 
the time above all others.to embark 
‘ona program of construction of per- 
manent roads, and not merely make- 
shift dirt roads.

Old War-Worn Birds Have Been 
Pensioned Off By Govern- 
ment 


Feathered “veterans” of H.M. 
Vigeon Services are being “demobil- 
ized,” and it has been decided to pre- 
sent them to discharged soldiers. 
Practically all the pigeons used by 
the army, navy and fir force during 
the war, numbering 80,000, were pre- 
sented gratuitously by breeders, in 
return for which the latter were given 
free supplies of grain to assist in 
frearing fresh “recruits.” 

In a few cases old war-worn birds 
have been pensioned off by the Gov- 
ernment, and are now jiving in peace 
and ‘plenty. One of these is the 
pigeon whi€h was shot through the 
eye while delivering a message. It 
recovered from the: wound, and is 
now at Westgate, “on light duty.”

New South Wales.—Brit- 
ain’s' purchase of 1,000,000 tons: of 
Australian wheat at 5s 6d a’ bushel 
f.o.b. has greatly relieved the finan- 
cial strain on the Australian Wheat 
Board.

;not yielding a sufficient surplus to 
\supply adjacent markets. Probably 
Britain will consent to take a por- 
tion of the wheat in the form of flour, 
thus giving employment-to Australjan 
workmen and Australian mills.

War Forecasts 


New Zealand Officer Describes Thém 
. As Marvelously Accurate 


Wellington,’ New Zealand..— New 
Zealand’s brilliant soldier, Brigadier- 
General Richardson, amazed the 
members of the New. Zealarid .Club 
recently when he described how mar- 
velously accurate were the British 
forecasts in 1912 of the world war. 

General Richardson attended secret 
and confidential lectures given to of- 
ficers attending the British staff 
college. They were told that as 
soon as the Kiel Canal had been 
deepened. Germany would find some 
pretext for war, with France, prob- 
ably in the autumn of 1914 or in the 
early spring of 1915. The French 
army would fall back, also the. Brit- 
ish army if it was in France, and 
Paris might be captured by the Ger- 
mans, but the fall of the capital would 
not end the war. If Britain were to 
maintain an army of 1,000,000 men 
conscription would be necessary. 

The lecturer also stated that the 
German fleet would not ‘seck a deci- 
sive combat with the British until it 
had thinned down the British fleet 
by mines and submarines, Germany 
hoped to sink one British ship a week 
by these agencies, and then to strike; 
say in 12 months. from the declaration 
of war. 4

Napoleon Was Offered: 
An Air Service 


Campenas Drew Up Plans of Airship 
to Accommodate 200 Persons 
The great progress made in avia- 
tion during the last few years recalls 
the fact that as long ago as in 1796 
a Frenchman named Campenas drew 
up. plans, which he laid before Na- 
poleon, for the making of an aerial 
ship to accommodate 200 persons, 
and which he claimed could be. di- 
rected to any point of the compass. 
The inventor's. létter deserves re- 
production: “I myself will be your 
pilot. You can thus without any dan- 
ger hover above the flects of enemics 
jealous of our happiness, and thunder 
against them like a new Jupiter, 
merely by throwing . perpendicular 
downwards firebrands made of a sub- 
stance which will kindle only by the 
contact and percussion at the end of 
its fall, but: which will be impossible 
to extinguish. “Or, perhaps, you will 
think it more prudent to. begin at 
once by JSorcing the British Cabinet 
to capitulate, which you may easily 
do as you have it your power to set 
fire to the city of London, or to any 
of the maritime. towns of England.” 
Campenas ‘assured Napoleon his air- 
ship could travelufrom Paris to Lon- 
don, destroy thg. place, and return 
to Paris within twenty-four hours, 
Napoleon refused to countenance 
the scheme, bowever. And it is. in- 
teresting to note in this regard, that 
in the early days of the war aero- 
planes were used, both by the allies 
and the enemy, solciy for scouting} 
purposes, and pilots of both sides ex- 
changed greetings when they passes 
each other, ‘It was not until a Ger- 
man pilot shot at a British that each 
side took to arming their own crait, 
and: battles’ in the air became inevit- 
able.

Rumanians Requisitioned 71,420 Pairs 
From Asylum in’ Budapest 

Paris+-Advice of further requisi- 
tioning in. Hungary by the Rumanian 
troops of ogcupation were reccived 
by the supreme council of the peace 
conference, On September. 10 the 
reports stated the Rumanians reqitis- 
itioned 71,420 pairs of shoes from the 
orphan ‘asylum: in Budapest. ‘Of these]. 
the great: bulk were shipped to Ru- 
mania, only 8,000 pairs being left in 
the orphanage. The orphanage so- 
ciety expressed the ‘féar that these 
also would be taken under the guise 
of military requisitions, leaving the 
orphans shoeless for the winter.

Winnipeg. — Judge H. A. Robson, 
chairman of the board, of commerce, 
declares that drastic action cutting 
down the cost of necessaries will be 
taken by the board of commerce just 
as soon as the evidence at the dif- 
ferent probes has been taken.
